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PREFACE 


The need for a booklet in catechetical form for use 
with children under twelve years of age has been felt 
and repeatedly expressed. The renewed emphasis 
placed upon the religious education and careful indoc- 
trination of childhood has made the supplying of this 
need the more urgent. 

The General Conference, at its session in Detroit, 
Michigan, 1922, authorized the issuance of such a 
booklet and charged the Board of Sunday Schools and 
Board of Control of the Evangelical League of Chris- 
tian Endeavor with its preparation and publication. 
Dr. Christian Staebler and a committee of three, Revs. 
E. W. Praetorius, W. C. Hallwachs and A. E. Hangen, 
were requested to prepare the booklet and to submit 
the same to the Board of Bishops for approval. ‘‘The 
Junior Catechism’’ is the result of their labors. 

In preparing this catechism, the committee sought 
to use language a child would understand, and to make 
each answer a complete statement and not dependent 
upon the question for any part of its meaning. The 
aim has been to cover the whole range of essential 
doctrine, to lead children to a personal vital experi- 
ence of salvation, and to enforce the duties of daily 
Christian conduct. 

With few exceptions, the Scripture passages cited 
in support of the teachings of this catechism are not 
quoted, the references only being given. This plan 
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was adopted mainly for two reasons: First, to encour- 
age the handling and use of the Bible in the study of 
its doctrines as given in this booklet, so that these 
may be seen to be a part of the Bible, and, Second, to 
allow each group to use that version of the Bible 
which it deems most advisable. The committee rec- 
ommends the use of the American Standard Version 
of the Bible. 

The answers to the questions and the Bible passages 
referred to in black face type are to be committed to 
memory by the pupil. The references printed in light 
face type are for the use of the teacher, but the 
children should be encouraged to read them. 

Much remains to be done by the teacher. The 
teacher should give a detailed explanation of each 
subject. Words should be defined so that their in- 
tended meaning may be conveyed. The teacher will 
be helped by the perusal of the larger catechism of 
the Church and by consulting approved systematic 
theologies. Binney’s Theological Compend will be 
found useful. ; 

This booklet is sent forth with the prayer that it 
may become useful in the indoctrination of the child- 
hood of our Church.

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21. What does the Tenth Commandment teach? 


The Tenth Commandment teaches us to be satis- 
fied with what we have and not to want what 
belongs to someone else. 


22. What Commandments of Christ include all these 
duties? 


The following Commandments of Christ include 
all these duties: 


“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with ali 
thy mind. This is the great and first com. 
mandment. And a second like unto it is this, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. On 
these two commandments the whole law hang- 
eth, and the prophets.’’ Matthew 22: 37-40,

We call the following Commandment of Jesus the 
Golden Rule: ‘‘All things therefore whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do unto you, 
even so do ye also unto them: for this is the 
law and the prophets.’’ Matthew 7: 12. 


24. What new Commandment did Jesus give to his 
disciples? 


Jesus gave the following new Commandment w 
his disciples: ‘‘A new Commandment I give 
unto you, that ye love one another; even 
as I have loved you, that ye also love one 
another.’’ John 13: 34.
